London, Feb. 15.— The first parlia- 


ment of King Edward's reign is open. 
The ceremonies maintained the spec- 
tacular standard of former beginnings, 
«ud tft» people along the route of ap- 
proach to the parliament house were 
unsparing ia their cheers. 


Siiusc the death of the prince consort 


notbimc equal to yesterday's pomp has 
been witnessed in London in connection 
•with the opening of parliament. Not 
since the wedding of the Prince of 
Wales .ud Princess Alexandra of Den- 
mark .has the georgeoutt state coach 
us*d yesterday been seen in the streetd 
of the capital. 
IB this coach the king 


aud queen rode from Buckingham pal- 
ace to the palace of Westminster. 


The route of the royal party was 


guarded by HWO soldiers. Thousand* 
of Loafioners bordered the route of the 
procession and filled windows, stands 
and roofs. 
The cortege was short, but 


•l>octacQlar. 
The royal coach, drawn 


by eight famous cream-colored Hau- 
•veriaas, with postillions in red and 
gold ttreriee and footmen leading the 
horses, which were covered with trap- 
piBf* at morocco and gilt, "was pro- 
ceeded and followed by lii« guards ii 
f«H uniform, with attvev breast-ptet< 
and zed plumed helmets, and a snui 
escort of. gentlemen-at-arms 
in hi: 


torie costumes immediately snrroundc-. 
the vehicle. 
Fire carriages of state containing un 


' f or»e* officials aad ladJes-of-the-honst 


hokk «acb drawn by six horses wit, 
postilion, and outriders, led the prt 
cession. Next came the massive stal 
chariot, tte occupant* of which coul 
be plainly seen through the plate-slat 
windows, the king, who was in fui 
uniform, saluting constant!}, and th> 
a.ueen bowing on all sides. 


In xhls address King Edward 


expressed a desire to follow in the foot 
•tep*' of his mother, and declared that 
bis eelations with the other powers con- 
tinued friendly. 


Concerning the Boer war he said: 
"The war in South Africa is not yei 


entirely terminated, bat the capitals of 
the «nemy and his principal lines ol 
communication are in my possession. 
and 'measures Inure been taken wbicl" 
Trffl, I trust, enable my troops to dea 
effectually with the forces by whici 
they are still opposed. Until the Boeiv- 
t-arty submission takes place, it will !>• 
Impossible for me to establish in the! 
colonies the institutions which will SP 
cur* the equal rights of all the whit 
inhabitants and protection and justic< 
for ttie native population. 


"The capture of Pekln by the alliei 


forces and the happy release of thos. 
wh» were besieged in the legations, n 
suits to which my Indian troops au< 
my naval forces largely contribute!! 
hav« been followed by the submtsaict 
of the Chinese government to the di 
naands insisted on by the powers. Nt 
gotiations are proceeding regarding tb 
manner in which compliance with thes 
demands IB to be effected." 


The king expressed gratitude for tin 


patriotism and derotion of Canada an< 
Australasia, and praised the enduranc 
and gallantry of native troops in th 
Ashanti campaign. Touching upon ex 
penditures he said that the naval am 
military requirements of the country 
and especially the outlay conseqneu 
UjOon the South African war, has in 
.Yolved an inevitable increase.

Washington, Feb. 15.—The Schley- 


Sampson controversy has been renewed 
as a result of the president's nomina- 
tions, and 11 number of senators have 
announced their opposition to the nom- 
inations. 
A number of them have re- 


ceived a telegram from General Felix 
Agnus ot Baltimore, protesting against 
the preferment of Admiral Sampson. 


The president yesterday sent the fol- 


lowing nominations to the senate: Rear 
admirals, to be advanced iu rank from 
the 31th day of February, 1901: Will- 
iam T. Sampson, five numbers, to take 
rank next after Rear Admiral John A. 
Howell; Winfleld Scott Schley, three 
numbers, to take ranli next after Rear 
Admiral Sampson, when advanced. 


President McKiuley yesterday sent a 


message to congress urging that the 
thanks of congress be tendered to Ad- 
miral Sampson for his work during the 
Spanish war as comoiander-in-chief of 
the naval force of the North Atlantic 
squadron. The messace Is as follov\s: 


"During our recent war with Spain 


the \Juited States naval force on the 
Atlantic station was charged witb 
varied and important duties, chief 
among which were the maintenance of 
the blockade of Cuba, aiding the army 
in landing its troops, and in the subse- 
quent operations, and particularly in 
the pursuit, blockade and destruction 
of the Spanish squadron under Admiral 
Cervera. 


"This naval campaign, embracing ob- 


jects of wide scope and grave re- 
sponsibilities, was conducted with great 
ability on the part of the commander' 
in-chief, and of the ofbeers and enlisted 
men under his command. 
It culmi- 


nated in the annihilation of the Spanish 
fleet in tbe battle of July 3,1898, one of 
the most memorable naval engage- 
ments In history. 


"The result of this battle was the 


freeing of our Atlantic coast from the 
possibilities to which it had been ex- 
posed from Admiral Cervera's fleet, and 
the termination of the war upon the 
seas. 


"I recommend thatj following our na- 


tional precedents, especially that In the 
case of Admiral Dewey and the Asiatic 
squadron, the thanks of congress be 
given to Rear Admiral William T. 
Sampson, II. 9. N., and to the officers 
and men under his command, for highly 
distinguished conduct in conflict -with 
the enemy aud in carrying on the block- 
ade and naval campaign on the Cuban 
coast, resulting in tbe destruction of 
tbe Spanish fleet at Santiago de Cuba, 
July3,1893."

When Detective Dean of the Oak 


street station nabbed him, says the 
New York Sun, in his rooms on the top 
floor of the tenement house at 13 Oli- 
ver street, he was counting over1 the 
proceeds of the day's work, uHe says 
he is a laborer. His hands are soft. 
Boys, it is alleged, were his agents in 
collecting tbe dollars. 


Theodore Nalence, 13 years old, of 


230 Pacific street, Brooldyn, conceived 
the idea' of "running away from home 
and making his fortune selling newspa- 
pers. 
After putting' lip a- few good 


fights and jtaking--a few lickings he 
found friends hx the "business, was ad- 
mitted to the fellowship and slept in 
the newsboys' lodging house several 
n'ights. The police, warned by a gen- 
eral alarm, were' ""looking for" him, 
"but were not looking among the news- 
boys. 


Nalence was playing: with some other 


boys, having sold out his stock of pa- 
pers, when Marshall came along, spot- 
ted him as a new hand and proposed a 
business partnership. He took Nalence 
to a clothing store and fitted him out 
with clothes new or new looking. For 
several days Marshall kept the young- 
ster with him in his room. Other boys 
came to the room and went away again 
after talks with Marshall, and, as these 
boys all seemed to have plenty of mon- 
ey, Nalence begun to get impatient to 
go to work himself.

Military Wheel That I* Practical In- 


Tented In England. 


A new armored bicycle, invented by 


a Mr. Wyley Lord, has recently receiv- 
ed considerable attention in England. 
It solves the problem, hitherto deemed 
Insoluble, of carrying a shield. 


The design of the wheel is such as to 


facilitate storage, transport and ease in 
maneuvers. The machine is construct- 
ed for easy and quick mounting and 
dismounting and is shod with cushion 
tires which have been approved by 
high milita'ry authority (Major General 
Sir J. F. Maurice) as specially adopted 
for military use—the result of tests ac- 
tually made in maneuvers. 


The shield is attached to the front 


wheel. The rifleman turns it up instan- 
taneously in the act of dismounting. A 
loophole through it enables him to open 
fire without exposure. This shield of 
harveyized steel Is capable of resisting 
infantry fire at 300 yards, and with 
this wheel the cyclist caii easily make 
ten miles an hour on rough roads. In 
the maneuvers such a machine was rid- 
den 65 miles in one day by a single 
rider, and on the -two following flays 
the latter was still able to do hard or- 
derly service with it 


The back mud guard is a powerful In- 


trenching spade, which can be used for 
thiowing up cover against artillery fire. 
The shield weighs but 10 pounds and 
when tested under fire proved its val- 
ue.

The effort on the part of Robert S.

Gallup was nut able to identify the 
photographs of any of them positively, 
and Detective Sherman is of the opin- 
ion that the gang did not stop there, 
Up to this noon, the detective had not 
been able to definitely locate the men 
in this city.

there was nothing in their work at this 
time that was worthy of attention, and 
DetecfTve Sherman, when asked about 
his mission here, said he was here lor 
the benefit ofl his health.

missioner of patents, is enthusiastic 
ever tbe showing to be mad* by tbe 
patent office at tbe Fan-American ex- 
hibition at Buffalo this year. A com- 
mittee consisting of Assistant Commis- 
sioner Chamberlin, Chief Clerk Shepard 
and Examiner Witherspoon was ap- 
pointed last summer to prepare the pat- 
ent office exhibit and has been busy in 
tbe matter since that time. Speaking 
of the result of its labors, Mr. Cbam- 
berlin said recently te a reporter of tbe 
(Washington Star: 


"The constitution provides that In or- 


der to promote tbe advancement of 
science and the useful arts there may 
be secured to inventors or discoverers 
for limited times the exclusive rights 
to their inventions or discoveries, aad 
the purpose of the patent office exhibit 
is to convey ta th& public the impor- 
tance of our patent system, which has 
grown up under laws made in accord- 
ance with this provision. 


"In order to do this some of the latest 


advances in the various arts and sci- 
ences have been selected for illustra- 
tion, and the exhibit as a whole will be 
made up of working machines belong- 
ing to the selected classes of Inventidh 
and of diagrams and explanatory cards 
briefly explaining the-salient principles 
Involved in each. 


"Heretofore at various expositions it 


has been customary to show a large 
number of models, illustrating various 
arts, but owing to the fact that such 
models are BOW more or less out of 
date and are Incapable of actual opera- 
tion this year It was decided to make 
tbe radical change of operating as many 
actual machines as possible, so that 
from these the public could realize the 
great additions to its comfort which it 
is receiving at the hands of the Invent- 
ors of this country. 


"Talking machines might be cited as 


one of the arts selected," continued 
Mr. Chamberlin, "and their exhibition 
will involve sectional models showing 
on an enlarged scale the sound waves 
constituting articulate speech and full 
sized machines in actual operation. 
Diagrams showing the difference be- 
tween musical waves In the air and 
those of articulate speech will be pro- 
vided, and cards explaining briefly the 
main, points involved will be employed 
In connection therewith. 
From the 


whole a layman in a few minutes will 
be able to get an accurate idea of just 
how and why a graphopbone, a gramo- 
phone or a telephone reproduces articu- 
late speech. 


"The tclautegraphic transmission of 


messages 'is another art selected which 
will be illustrated by two working ma- 
chines. These instruments in practice 
enable a man in Washington to write a 
check, message or a letter and have it 
faithfully reproduced at a distant city 
in his own handwriting on a similar 
machine. At the exposition both the

"A number of other useful and In- 


teresting arts," which coulil not well be 
shown «wiug to the size of the mech- 
anisms, will be illustrated as if in op- 
eration on meving picture machines. 
The improved way of putting out fires 
along the river front adopted by the 
city of New York and involving a fire- 
boat throwing its powerful streams; an 
improved loom, an automobile flre en- 
gine, an Immense snowplow clearing 
the way for tast trains, hoisting and 
conveying as illustrated by the Brown 
device, pneumatic tools, the 'flip-flap' 
railroad on Coney Island and others 
will be thus pictured. 


"It is aot believed tbe public at large 


realizes that without *he promise at re- 
ward offered by oar patent system," 
said Mr. Chamberlln in conclusion, 
"inventors would cot spend their time 
and money to produce the various im- 
provements which ara the very basis 
of our progress and civilization. Nor 
do people realize that the monopoly 
conferred on the inventor is not a mo- 
nopoly in the sense that it takes away 
from the public some right It already 
enjoys, but is only an exclusive right 
for a limited time to something he cre- 
ates himself and which, if he chose, h9 
could keep in secret for all time, and 
when it is considered that at the end 
of 17 years he puts mto the posses- 
sion of the public free of cost to' it a 
piece of property vhich it has for 
enjoyment through all generations it 
is at once seen what the people really 
owe to the too often unappreciated in-

Discovery of Fluid Galnctanc Said to 


Mean End of Bacteria Caring. 


Superintendent Henry of the United 


States agricultural experiment station 
at Madison, Wis., recently announced; 
that Professors Russell and Babcock 
of that department bad made a discov- 
ery which would revolutionize cheese- 
making, says the Chicago Record. 
Their discovery is that bacteria have 
nothing to do with cheese curing, but 
that a fluid called galaetase, which is 
secreted by tbe cow with the milk, 
cures the cheese and ihat cheese cures 
better at a low temperature than at 
medium temperatures. 


The cheesemaking world has always 


believed that medium temperatures 
"Vere necessary for the proper curing of 
cheese because the bacteria, which 
were considered necessary for the 
proper curing, would not live at low 
temperatures. The discoverers of galac- 
tase declare that the bacteria are un- 
necessary and if anything harmful, a$d 
low temperature will kill them and at 
the same time allow the galactase to do 
its work better. 


TEST OF LIQUID AIR. 


Engine In a Creamery, tbe El- 


banat Seine Utilized as Fuel. 


The Standard Butter company of 


Owego, N. Y., has the exclusive right 
to use liquid air ia connection with 
dairy products in this and several oth- 
er countries. The other day in a sam- 
ple creamery adjoining their big plant 
a set of experiments was conducted by 
Professor G. A. Bobrick of the St Pe- 
tersburg School of Technology and 
chief engineer of the Tripler Liquid 
Air- company of New York and Francis 
X. Covers, manager of the chemical 
and liquid air department of the Stand- 
ard Butter company. The experimental 
plant consisted of apparatus for the 
liquid air, aa engine, a refrigerator, a 
cooler and a chum and separator. The" 
liquid air was placed in a large tu^k 
and was released by valves from this 
tank to a generator, where the oxygen 
and nitrogen are separated. From here 
it entered tbe engine. Before the liquid 
air reached the generator 'it was con- 
ducted into a large refrigerator, where 
the temperature had been reduced to 
20 degrees belaw sero. 


A ten horsepower engine had been 


provided for these experiments. The 
engine was started and ran as smooth- 
ly as with steam. The churn and sepa- 
rator were also run. The exhaust from 
the engine, which is nearly pure oxy- 
gen, may be used with the fuel. The 
end of the txhaust pipe was turned 
Into a coal stove in tbe room, and a 
furnace heat was developed in an ex- 
ceedingly brief time. A small piece of 
live coal was placed in a bucketful of 
coal, and the exhaust was turned into 
it, and very soon the coal was a daz- 
zling mass of combustion. This, it i3 
eaid, is the first time liquid air has 
ever been put to a practical test in me- 
chanics for doing work, and it was 
successful.

Clarksburg la frequently mentioned 


IB reports cf religious work in Massa- 
chusetts as 
"the town without 
a 


church." and reference to this fact was 
again made at the annual meeting of 
the Westerri Massachusetts Bible so- 
ciety held in Pittsneld Wednesday, a 
report of which was given in yester- 
day's issue. This reference has brought 
out a protest from a member of the 
Christian Endeavor society of the Con- 
gregational chuich ofl this city, which 
is now conducting regular meetings in 
the old school house in Clarksburr 
every Sunday afternbon at 3 o'clock. 
These meetings were begun with the 
first of this veai, and on every third 
Sunday Rev. W. L. Tenney goes to the 
town and conducts the service, for 
which on other Sundays the Christian. 
Endeavor society is responsible. It is 
hoped inl time that interest enough may 
be awakened ior the formation of a 
church and regular preaching services, 
even if a church building is not put up. 
In this connection it should be men- 
tioned that for some vears the same 
society has conducted meetings in the 
school house at Brirgsviile. 


In) addition to its reference to Clarks- 


burg, some further flacts from the re- 
port of.the superintendent of the Bible 
society, E. B. Stilson, may be of inter- 
est, in connection -with the work of 
distributing the Bible and the visits 
that are mad.?. The following is an ex- 
tract from tha report: 


About an equal number of homes in 


proportion' to the- population, have been 
visited during ihe year in Berkshire, 
HampOen, Hampshire and Franklin 
counties—22 towns in all. We have been 
enabled to vi&it 9185 families, 6379 of 
:hese were ofl the protestant faith, and 
!425 of these protestant families did not 
attend arJ/ religious service; 1617 child- 
ren of school aosr were found not r«3- 
esented in any Sunday school; 157 
>rotestant families were destitute of the 
)ible and were supplied by the society; 
2411 miles were traveled in doing this 
work; 1769 co-pie's of the scriptures have 
been donated and said. The value of 
the same amounted to $714.95. 


Out of' the 91S5 homes visited, 156 ex- 


>ressed a prefhrepfce for the Advcntist 
denomination; 711 were Baptists, 2673 
^ongregationalists; 676 Episcopalians, 
668 Methodists, 2606 Romanists, 33 Uni- 
tarians, 104 Universalists, 176 were of 
other denominations and 197 had no 
^reference. 


This visitation has in some instances 


brought to the rttention of the church- 
es some haunts of sin and some cases 


f want. Clarksburg, with a population 
of over one thousand, is one of the 
:owns visited by this society that has 
not a church or char>el, or any place 
where any stated preaching service is 
maintained.

Faculty and the school committee have 
lad under consideration the question of 
requirements for graduation from the 


h school, and the fallowing rules 


have been formulated: 


First—No Bupil shall be admitted to 


the senior class who la more than five 
hours behind his course. 
In special 


cases examinations to pass oft condi- 
tions may be deferred four weeks by 
unanimous vote of the faculty. 


Note—This ru'e excludes all pupils 


from the senior class more than one 
subject of five hours a week behind 
their courso. 


Second—So far as practicable all work 


not finished at the beginning of the 
year by those admitted to the senior 
class shall be taken in class durints that 
year. Subjects not so taken must be 
passed by special examination during 
the week following the Christmas re- 
cess» 


Note—That is pupils behind in their 


course must either carry five subjects? 
in class during che year or pass off all 
condition^ at the time stated. 


Third- Conditions to date must be 


passed off during the week ftollowins 
Easter ecess. This regulation shall be 
strictly 
enforced except in soecial 


cases .when a four weeks' extension 
may be granted by unanimous vote of 
the faculty. 


Nore—This rule pertains to conditions 


incurred during the first half of the se- 
nior year. 


Fourth—No pupil shall be allowed ex- 


amination in or credit for work in nev, 
subjects studiPG entirely out of class, 
unless such work is done under the 
personal instruction of some teacher 
acceptable to the faculty. 


Note—By thi-s rule the teachers may 


definitely know whether or not a tmail 
has properly completed a subject and 
prevents cro-mmln^ up an easy subject 
in order to substitute it for a harder 
one.
